How One Can Be Built by the Handy

Tho cut shows a plan for uniting 
library shelves and a table top in one 
article of furniture.

Artificial Silk the Latest. 
In Gothenburg, Sweden, or at some 
place in its neighborhood, will soon 
be built a large factory for the man­ 
ufacture of artificial silk for export. 
A company has receitly been organiz­ 
ed there with a capital not to be less 
than $160,800 and not to exceed $482,- 
400, with the purpose of building a 
factory and exploiting 
an invention 
made by Engineer It. W. Strehlenert, 
of Djursholm, Sweden, for the manu­ 
facture of vegetable silk. 
Excluding 
experiments, this industry is new in 
Sweden, and it is claimed that the silk 
manufactured from mitro-cellulose by 
Mr. Strehlenert’s method has Just as 
fine an appearance and is just as 
strong or durable as natural silk, or 
even stronger.
